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ADVISORY ACTION 

The request for reconsideration filed July 8, 2005 has not been entered because it does 
not overcome the rejections of the previous office action. 

R 1 — E 

Applicant argues that in the structural fragment — N — * , R 2 is always a heteroaryl 
ring and therefore, the structural fragment forms a bicyclic ring system illustrated in page 15 of 
the response. This is not deemed to be persuasive because the claims recite that "the ring 
formed by R 1 , E, R 2 and the nitrogen atom contains no more than 8 atoms" (emphasis added), see 
e.g., claim 1, page 3, lines 20-21. Further, the dependent claims recite that the above structural 
fragment is "a 5- or 6-membered heterocyclic ring" (see e.g., claim 36). Further, the 
specification does not provide any examples wherein -NR*R 2 together with E forms a bicyclic 
ring system as instantly illustrated. The only example provided in the specification, i.e., 
Example 69 (page 69) contains a 1-indolyl group, which does not fall within the claim 
limitations because it does not contain R 2 as heteroaryl and further it contains a total of 9 ring 
atoms. Applicant has not provided any support or basis for the arguments in the disclosure and 
the structural illustration provided for the claim language changes the scope of the instant 
invention, thereby requiring further consideration and/or search. Accordingly, the rejection is 
maintained.
